Station Develops 
Scale Parasites 


Seven' new beneficial parasites that 


prey upon the black scale in citrus 
orchards have been imported from 
South Africa and are now at the ex- 
periment station of the University 
of California in Riverside for obser- 
vation and experimental purposes. 
The seven new species are effective 
as a biological control of the black 
scale pest in the South African cit- 
rus belt, and it is hoped they may 
become a biological control for the 
pest in California. 


The parasites were collected in 


South Africa by Harold Compere, 
entomologist at the experiment sta- ] 
tion, who went to South Africa in 
search for a beneficial parasite to 
use against the red scale. He found 
a parasite that preys upon red scale, 
and that is also being experimented 
with in the hope that it may become i 
an effective control of the pest. 
Should it become a sufficient control 
so that growers could discontinue 
the costly fumigation of citrus trees, 
an estimated saving of nearly throe 
million dollars a year would be ef- 
fected.

R. W. Blackburn, president of the Califor- 


nia Farm Bureau Federation, a Riverside 
county grower, is preaching the doctrine of 
enlightened self-interest. 


The more we study the problem of other

aid them by our consolidated power in farm 
bureaus, the greater our market for our own 
products. If their buying power is increased 
it helps us to dispose of citrus fruits, walnuts, 
and other California products. 


Strange to say, this is a somewhat new 


policy in farm organizations. Most of the old 
strategy was contained in the laissez faire 
policy, "everybody for himself and the devil 
take the hindmost." We did not believe we 
had any problem that also concerned the cot- 
ton grower, the wheat grower, the tobacco 
grower. Now we know that their problem is 
ours and that ours is theirs. We stand or fall 
together. 


This policy is meeting with favorable re- 


sponse from logical people in our farm and 
fruit areas. And they are joining the farm 
bureau movement because it is no longer lo- 
calized and of myopic view, but is attempting 
to see the whole picture of farming in the 
nation. 


The Consumer Pays the Taxes— 


A laborer, or a clerk, paid $18 a week, pays 


$116 in hidden taxes each year. This is 12 
cents on every dollar he is paid. 


The mechanic or minor department head 


who is paid $150 per month, which permits 
him to have some kind of an automobile, pays 
$229 a year in taxes, even though he is a fam- 
ily man and exempt from the income tax. 


Many of these pension plans and unemploy- 


ment cures that have been suggested are bas- 
ed on a complete fallacy, an untruth which 
any statistical survey will disclose. The rich 
do not pay taxes excepting on the actual com- 
modities that they and their families con- 
sume. The property-owner does not pay taxes 
on his property; he is a tax collector. He 
passes the taxes along to the consumer of the 
products raised on his property, or in the 
form of rentals. This has to be true or he 
could not: make a profit. All taxes are paid 
by the person consuming the commodity. 


Taxes on manufacturers, on wholesalers, on 


middle men. are all passed on to the ultimate 
consumer. That's why any form of transac- 
tion tax is merely an added tax on the con- 
sumer, and not, as some would represent, a 
tax on some group better able to pay than the 
ordinary citizen. There is but one place 
where taxes can be paid. It is at the point 
of consumption. 


The most important thing to do to increase 


buying power is to compel the re-introduction 
of profits into national industry, and to 
severely restrict the investment of profits in 
foreign countries. The only way to do this 
that has been attempted so far is to take large 
segments of profits thru income taxes and 
inheritance taxes, distributing this money 
back to the consumer in this country thru 
public works and "make work" projects for 
the unemployed. It is a cumbersome method, 
not fairly distributed, and only partially suc- 
cessful, but it is the only method devised that 
has any effectiveness. 


But before you can understand this it is 


necessary to say over and over to yourselves 
this one fundamental fact—that taxes are paid 
by the consumer. You must increase the con- 
sumption to increase ability to pay taxes. 
There isn't any other fellow, rich or other- 
wise, on whom the tax burden can be laid.

It isn't mere rumor that comes to us con- 


cerning the rise in price for automobiles this 
coming fall. Consumers of automobiles must 
pay the "strike-tax," that is to say, the many 
and various strikes in the industry are cost-' 
ing money in delayed production, and this 
added cost is not assumed by the producers. 


That's the chief reason why we should wel- 


come the intervention of the federal govern- 
ment in these industrial controversies. That 
nothing is gained by either side in striking 
has always been a fact, but few pause to con- 
sider that a great deal is lost by the public.

OLYMPIC GAMES AID 
TO UNDERSTANDING 


The Olympic games give the most 


magnificent example of bringing to- 
gether all colors and creeds in com- 
petition, not for victory, but for na- 
tional understanding.

ject have left the supreme court 
weakened in its constitutional posi- 
tion before the people in one impor- 
tant respect. 


The process of building up the 


doctrine of "judicial supremacy" has 
been checked. For many years the 
conservatives have been prone to 
teach that the supreme court is 
sacrosanct, and to cover its author- 
ity with a halo suggestive of mysti- 
cism. Observers have noticed that 
in constitutionalism they correspond 
to the fundamentals in Christian 
theology. The process of building up 
the doctrine of "judicial supremacy" 
would have been more successful if 
the dissenting opinions of the court 
had never been published, and the 
court never announced when deci- 
sions were handed down. 


DUAL CAPACITY 


Laymen in the law and the con- 


stitution have learned, perhaps as 
never before in the past generation, 
to see the supreme court as func- 
tioning in a dual capacity. It is more 
than a court of justice in the ordin- 
ary sense, like the inferior federal 
and state courts that try criminal 
and civil cases. Most people have 
been confused at this point, for they 
have thought of tht 
upreme court 


of the United States as they have 
thought of a court hearing a murder 
case in a jury trial. 


The United States supreme court 


is something much more than that. 
It is incontestable that it exercises 
a very high political function in de- 
claring acts of congress invalid be- 
cause unconstitutional. No opposi- 
tion witness at the recent hearings 
denied this. Very conservative law- 
yers long ago admitted it. A genera- 
tion ago Franklin Pierce, who held 
high rank at the New York bar, 
wrote 
a book entitled 
"Federal 


Usurpation." While he was a strong 
champion of states' rights, he said 
concerning the court's assumption of 
the great power of judicial review: 


FEDERAL USURPATION 


"It would be rash, indeed, to con- 


tend that" tKis" 'supreme mandate, 
which renders the United States su- 
preme court the most absolute power 
in existence, is without foundation. 
The danger attending the exercise 
of this power, however, is great. It 
matters not that the court calls it a 
judicial power; it is quite as much 
egislative in its nature. The grounds 
upon which it has been based, as 
stated in the opinions declaring laws 
unconstitutional, 'have been largely 
economic, political and sociological." 


The legislative function, which the 


court necessarily exercises when it 
modifies or revises the constitution 
by interpreting it, is a political func- 
tion. In defining the meaning of the 
constitution when controversy has 
arisen over acts of congress, the 
court has legislated many times and 
has given abundant warrant for the 
late James M. Beck's description of 
the court as, in a sense, "a continu- 
ous constitutional convention." 


HOW CONSTRUED 


"You have a good constitution," 


said a friend to Gouverneur Morris 
just after the final adjournment of 
the constitutional convention of 1787. 
"That," answered Morris, who had 
been prominent in the convention, 
"depends on how it is construed." 
In Morris's answer there was implicii 
the idea that the constitution would 
have to be construed and that the 
process of interpretation would be a 
political function. In taking over 
that function the supreme court be- 
came a political as well as a judicia 
body. 


Dicey, the English authority on 


constitutional law, wrote that our 
supreme court at any given moment 
is "the master of the constitution"; 
and that congress is no more than a 
'subordinate lawmaking body cap- 
able, in strictness, of enacting noth- 
ing but bylaws." A French author- 
ity, Boutmy, wrote: "The power is 
represented in the United States by 
a small oligarchy of nine irremov- 


judges. I do not know of any 


more striking paradox than this su- 
premacy of a non-elected power in 
the democracy reputed to be of the 
extreme type." 


A LAW-MAKING BODY 


The experience of a century and 


a half under the American consti- 
tution has established fairly well this 
truth—that it is impossible under 
our system, as now developed to 
separate the political and judicial 
functions of the United States su- 
preme court. The theory of "three 
separate, distinct, independent and 
coequal 
departments of 
govern- 


ment," to quote from a recent dis- 
senting opinion by Justice Suther- 
land, has been unworkable in prac- 
tice. The court itself has absorbed 
functions that are not primarily ju- 
dicial. It may be observed in pass- 
ing that the three departments never 
have been "independent" of each 
other in any sense approaching the 
absolute, even by the specific terms 
of the constitution. 


It may be granted that a weak 


court gives more scope either to 
executive dictatorship tendencies or 
to congressional overlordship. But 
"judicial supremacy" means a judi- 
cial oligarchy. What the president's 
judiciary proposals will have ac- 
complished of permanent signifi- 
cance, when the present conflict over 
the "court issue" is concluded, is 
already apparent. "Judicial suprem- 
acy" has suffered a setback from 
which it will not soon recover. And 
this, too, regardless of the fate of 
the president's specific plan,, which 
may honestly be disapproved by 
those who wish to hold under a suit- 
able curb the political functioning 
of the court. 


PREVENT ABUSE 


One practical way to hold that 


unction within proper bounds is to 
make more effective provision for 
prevention of the abuse of the con- 
titutional privilege of the judges to 
erve "during good behavior." That 
his privilege has been abused is 
>eyond reasonable doubt. 


The abuse can be cured to a large 
xtent by a constitutional amend- 
ment requiring members of the court 
o retire when they reach the age of 
0 or 75 years. With this blockade 
f superannuation lifted, a more 
learly normal flow of "fresh blood' 
nto the court would tend to main- 
ain a desirable equilibrium between 


politico-juridicial tribunal and the 
lominant political philosophy of the 
people.
